| Boyne City Marina Master Plan is complete 


The City of Boyne City will host 
an informational meeting on Tuesday, 
Oct. 14, to present the City’s recently- 

completed Marina Master Plan. 

To be held from 4-6 p.m., the meet- 
ing will give area residents a chance 
to get more information about the 
plan, as well as to give input on the 
recommended project proposals. 

The Plan was presented to the City 
in the form of a report by consultants 
The Abonmarche Group in August, 
the culmination of months of research 


and study on the issue of renovation 
and expansion of the existing city 
marina. Since then, the City has pre- 
sented the plan to focus groups in or- 
der to gain input; Oct. 14 will be the 
first time the plan has been presented 
to the community at large. 
Constructed in the late 1950s, the 
F. Grant Moore Municipal Marina, 
known unofficially as the Boyne City 
Marina, has only been added on to 
once, in the 1990s. According to the 


report by Abonmarche, while the 


most recently added marina buildings 
are in “excellent” condition, the ma- 
rina on the whole is in need of “reha- 
bilitation and expansion.” 

Problem areas include a deteriorat- 
ing floating dock system, an electri- 
cal system and outlets that are not up 
to current standards, and inadequate 
protection from floating wave attenu- 
ators, as well as a need for additional 
transient slips to accomodate a grow- 
ing demand,

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Wacky weather 
= From sun to snow and back again, it’s a winding 
path to fall weather in northern Michigan 


For the last couple of weeks, most northem Michi- 
gan residents have had one question on their minds 
— where’s fall? Having gone from 80-degree 
weather in early September to a messy mix of rain, 
snow, and hail in the latter part of the month, it 
seemed that we'd made a quick transition from sum- 
mer straight to winter. As of Tuesday, summer-like 
temperatures | were back in the forecast. 

So, what happened to fall? — 

‘It’s still due to arrive, according to National 
Weather Service meteorologist Brian Adam, and 
may have even shown sigzis of doing so by the time 
you’ré reading this paper. Then again, maybe not. 

It’s all, it seems, up to the whims of the jet stream. 
According to Adam, for the last couple of weeks, 
“we've been looking at a cold pattern stuck in the 
upper level trough. Really what that means is there’s 
a really strong or prominent dip in the jet stream, 
riding from the far northern fringes of western 
‘Canada, driving across the Great Lakes and back 

up the east coast.” 


The pattern, he said, is keeping the warm air out 


west, and the cold air in the Great’ Lakes region out 
to.the east coast. “The whole pattern has settled in 
on top of us,” pia said, ae we’ re on the cold 
side, of course.” 

_ Low pressure systems Hitiiging cold fronts 
through every couple of days added to the mix, and 


~ with the lakes at “about their peak temperature” for. 
the year, “you bring that cold air over the Great: 


Lakes and you get some wild and wacky weather.” 
Probably the wildest day the area’s seen thus far 


4} came last ‘Wednesday, witha grab bag of snow, hail, 


rain, and sunshine, complete with some spectacular 
rainbows, all in a matter of a few hours. “What we 
saw on Wednesday was air literally coming directly 
down from the Pole,” Adam said. “With that, it fi- 
nally got cold enough and we saw the snow.” 

Lake effect, it seems, isn’t restricted only to snow, 
either; “A lot of the showery activity we’ve seen-off 
and on has been the result of basically lake effect 
rain showers,” he noted. Typically, October in north- 
ern Michigan kicks off with daytime highs in the 
upper 50s to around 60. The month is one of transi- 
tion, with daytime highs generally falling to end up 
in the 40s by October's end. 


The end of the recent. blustery weather, Adam _ 


added, should be in sight. ““We’re basically looking 
for a whole shift in the weather pattern across the 
hemisphere,” he said. “[The dip in the jet stream] is 
usually not that pronounced. Eventually it will flat- 
ten back out.” Which, it appears, it may be in the 


- process of doing, as warm, perhaps unseasonably 


warm, weather returns to the area. 
Ironically, though to local residents the experience 
of Septembet was one of extremes, the month will

mw Area schools 
take first official 
count of the year 


Area school districts are reporting 
mixed numbers from the first official 
count of the year, which took place 
late last month. 

In Boyne Gity, the news is good, 
with the district reporting a total of 
1,311 students, with 418 in the el- 
ementary, 410 in the middle school 
and 408 in the high school, as well as 
84 in alternative education. 

The tally leaves the districk with23 
more than projected in this year’s 
budget process, according to Boyne 
City schools superintendent Jim Coo- 
per. Much of the growth, about 12- 
15 students, came at the elementary 
school, primarily a result of the addi- 
tion of an all-day kindergarten option. 
“T think the change we made [in the 
kindergarten offerings], we actually 
benefitted from them,” Cooper said. 
“We're pretty pleased with that.” 

Boyne Falls School reported a to- 
tal of 331 students in their K-12 build- 
ing, falling close to what was antici- 
pated after unofficial counts in the

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Boyne City construction. 
projects moving forward 


As Boyne City residents 
and visitors continue to 
navigate roadwork 
throughout the community. 
construction crews con- 
tinue to move forward on 
a handful of major 
projects, all of which are 
nearing completion, 

According to Boyne 
City Department of Public 
Works head Denny Jason, 
projects are nearly on 
schedule, with any delays 
due, for the most part, to 
“some really miserable 
weather.” 

Work on the Streetscape 
Project on East Main 
Street, originally set to be 
completed by mid-Octo- 
ber, continues to move 
along, with curb and gut-_ 
ter work taking place last 
week. 

Curbs are expected to be 
completed on the south 
side of East Main Street 


this weck, followed by 
sidewalk and brick paver 
installation, 

“At the same time, we'll 
be installing the aggregate 
base and getting ready to 
pave, Jason said. 

The work, which began 
in July. is part of a major 
effort to improve the Main 
Street streetscape, pursued 
jointly by the City of 
Boyne City and the former 
Downtown Development 
Authority. 

Street improvements in- 
clude intersection 
bumpouts, new curbs and 
paving, streets widened by 
four feet to better accom- 
modate traffic and parking, 
and the addition of deco- 
rative brick pavers, trees 
and decorative streetlights. 

Other downtown work 
includes four pieces of an 
ongoing Wastewater Im- 
provement Project. 


" ENERGY 


Work crews have been 
busy installing a 12-inch 
water main from Park 
Street on East Main, and 
on up to Brockway near the 
Charlevoix County Hu- 
mane Society. 

At this time, Jason said, 
all of the water main has 
been installed and all ser- 
vice hook-ups are com- 
ptete: crews are in the pro- 
cess of clean-up, and an- 
ticipate making paving 
patches by this week. 
Curbs and gutters will also 
be replaced. 

The second portion of 
the project includes the in- 
stallation of a new 250,000 
gallon reservoir, which 
was on schedule to have 
walls poured last week. 

“In the next week or so, 
we'll be forming the top 
and getting that poured,” 
Jason said, “then we'll be 
backfilling and getting 


ready for the water main to 
be installed up to the tank. 

A 16-inch well has been 
drilled at the City’s north 
wellsite, with crews pre- 
paring to build the pump 
station around the well, a 
process which should be 
well underway in the next 
couple of weeks. 

Finally, Crews are work- 
ing on a new booster sta- 
tion, to connect the end of 
the newly-installed 12- 
inch water main on 
Brockway to the existing 
water station. 

The booster, Jason said, 
“is in the process of being 
constructed off-site, and 
will be brought on site and 
installed at some future 
point yet this year.” 

The wastewater system 
improvements are being 
funded through a loan from 
the State Department of 
Water Revolving Fund.

launch, providing launch protection from waves; and 
providing 28 additional car-trailer parking spaces. 
The cost for such improvements is estimated at 


$824,000. 


Abonmarche notes that once a construction permit 
for the improvements is received from the Michigan 
Department of Environmental Quality and the US 
Army Corps of Engineers, the Michigan State 
Waterways Commission (MSWC) will consider an 
application for funding grants to help defray the costs 
of the improvements. 

Additional funding may be available from the State 
of Michigan Trust Fund, the Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources, and the Great Lakes Fisheries 


Trust. 


If approved, permits would be applied for this fall, 
with funding applications made and considered 
through July of 2005. Construction would begin by 
June of 2008.

city government 


City government is a complicated animal, best guided 
by those with the training and experience to make it work 
the way it should. 

At the same time, however, the concept of city govern- 
ment is inherently simple, as far as the role of the taxpayer. 
In short, the government exists to serve the needs of the 
citizens, ultimately at their direction. That’s why, of course, 
we elect local residents — everyday folks — to oversee 
the general operation and specifically, policymaking, of 
our local cites, 

So why, then, do we find ourselves constandy caught up 
inan us vs. them atmosphere? 

Sometimes, as in the case of the Special Assessment Dis- 
trict in Boyne City, it’s easy to understand why residents 
may feel as though they've been left out of the process. 
Those citizens involved in the proposed district are to be 
commended for making their voices heard, loud and clear, 
and not mincing words -— though the climate may be con- 
tentious, it’s just such a situation and the actions of those 
who feel they're being wronged that will make the com- 
munity better. Its from these situations that we can learn 
lessons and — hopetully —- make more careful decisions 
in the future. 

Sometimes we're in the position of being reactive, and 
then must do the best we can to find our way back to a 
reasonable starting point. 

Reaction, however, is only one way to initiate change. 
In other cases, there's plenty of opportunity to be proac- 
tive. It’s really a matter of taking civic responsibility, as 
individual community members, seriously. 

Talk, as they say, is cheap. We've all done it — standing 
around the water cooler or seated at the dinner table, blow- 
ing off some steam with our own private rant about “just 
what's wrong with [insert authoritative body here]. We've 
complained to our spouses, friends, co-workers, and then 
simply moved on with our lives. And that’s often ali that’s 
needed —- blowing off a little steam, hearing someone else 
say, “yeah, you're right.” 

When, hoWever, you have a real concern, a real belief 
that something is just fundamentally not being done right, 
you do have a voice. And with it, a responsibility, 

City officials, in general, maintain an open door policy. 
There is nothing to stop any citizen from calling or stop- 
ping into City Hall. for something as simple as asking a 
question, or putting in your two cents. City meetings, from 
the city commission to the planning board to the zoning 
board of appeals, are open to the public. There's always a 
time in the agenda to accept input from the public. City 
commissioners are agents of the people; they are our rep- 
resentatives, who we elected to serve for us. They fully 
expect, as they should. that citizens with questions, con- 
cerns, or even downright beefs, will call them up and speak 
with them about It. 

Now, it’s true that we don't always get the results we 
want or perhaps. at times, deserve. That’s where personal 
Civic responsibility comes in, It’s not always easy — some- 
times it’s frustrating and time consuming — and it’s not 
always fair. Should it be that way? Who knows, but I’ve 
yet to be made aware of a community that’s found a per- 
fect system and a perfect balance — in other words, a com- 
munity where everyone's happy. But bottom line, it’s about 
action, and follow-through. 

In the end, citizens always have the power of the vote. 
Unfortunately, too few of us use that power, as evidenced 
in voter turnouts as low as 16 percent (as Was i ease in 
East Jordan in 2001). 

Community members have another place to make their 
voice heard, as well — in the local newspaper. As a com- 
munity newspaper, it is always our job to bring the infor- 
mation to the community — to present all of the facts in 
order to enable community members to make the best pos- 
sible decisions about what’s going on. At the same time, 
we provide a forum for community members, as individu- 
als, to express themselves -- truly, more than anyone, it’s 
their voices that need to be heard, Letters to the Editor are 
one of the most-read features in just about any given news- 
paper, including the one you’re reading. Unfortunately, it 
is a tool that has been, in recent months, woefully under- 
utilized . (From what 1 understand, this is, at least in part, 
due to the fact that at times the authors of said letters suffer 
personal repercussions for simply voicing their opinions 
—~ a practice that is, in a word, reprehensible). 

Having said that, I encourage and challenge readers to 
use that forum. Let us, and at the same time the rest of the 


community, know how you feel and what you’re thinking. 


And then follow through by. attending a meen or paying

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CNAs play a big 
role at Grandvue 


(The following information has been provided by 
the Grandvue Medical Care Facility Auxiliary.) 

What does it take to become a Certified Nurse Aide? 

The 81 Certified Nurse Aides and nurse aide trainees 
at Grandvue Medical Care Facility make up the core of 
our caregiving team. 

CNAs provide the hands-on personal care, emotional 


| support, and companionship for the residents who make 


Grandvue their home. While the work can be both 
physically and emotionally challenging, those who are 
successful in this career find rewards in the personal 
relationships they form with the residents and their 
families. 

“I have met so many great elderly people that I would 
never have come into contact with without this job,” 
says 23-year Grandvue veteran CNA Mary Black. 
“They have enriched my life arid taught me so much 
about the history of Charlevoix County and the sur- 


rounding area.” 


Becoming a CNA requires attending a state-approved 
Nurse Aide Training Program for a minimum of 75 
hours of lecture, classroom demonstration and clinical 
training. Grandvue offers this training to selected 
participants throughout the year. Students receive 
information about all aspects of long term care includ- 
ing human interaction skills, infection control, environ- 
mental safety and residents’ rights. 

Clinical sessions give students the opportunity to 
learn how to administer personal care, give baths and 
obtain and record vital signs. 

Guest lecturers from other departments also play a 
role in nurse aide training: Grandvue’s Registered 
Dietician presents a module on nutrition and hydration 
needs, restorative staff discusses how they help our 
residents to reach the highest level of independence of 
which they are capable, and social workers provide 
information on depression and death and dying issues. 

Jessica Olund, a recent graduate of the nurse aide 
training class, came to Grandvue to get started in her 
medical career, “I want to become a nurse,” said 
Jessica, “and becoming a CNA is the first step. I found 
the training to be much more extensive than I had 
expected.” 

After completing the course, nurse aide trainees 
spend time getting acquainted with the residents by 
working with a CNA preceptor as they complete their 
rounds. Within four months, nurse aides must take a 
written and clinical test to become certified. This 
certification must be renewed every two years, and 
CNAs must also receive 12 hours of in-servicing 
annually in order to continue working. 

While the CNAs at Grandvue have varied back- 
grounds, interests, and prior work experience, they 
share a commitment to caring that extends to their 
coworkers as well. All of the CNAs at Grandvue are 
members of NAGNA, the National Association for 
Geriatric Nursing Assistants. Grandvue’s NAGNA 
chapter maintains a “comfort fund” to celebrate births 
and weddings and provide financial and emotional 
asststance when times get tough. 

For those interested in becoming a CNA, Grandvue 
takes applications for upcoming classes; other commu- 
nity resources are available as well.
